Priority

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 10/04/2004 has been 
considered by Examiner and made of record in the application file. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kagami et al. (U.S. Patent No.: 5,479,443, hereinafter, "Kagami") in view of 
Kenzo Kobavashi Pat. No.: JP362186627A). 

Regarding claims 1 and 5 , Kagami teaches a cross polarized wave interference 
eliminating system comprising means, on a receiving side, which includes interference 
compensators (see figure 10, polarization interference compensate 356-1, 356-2, 
col. 10, In. 1-35) which generate interference compensation signals for respectively 
compensating for two orthogonal cross polarized components (see col. 10, In. 1-35), 
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generates transmission power control information for each polarized wave to individually 
improve an interference compensation characteristic for each polarized wave in 
accordance with an interference state (see col. 10, In. 1-35), and notifies a transmitting 
side of the information (see col. 10, In. 1-35). 

It should be noticed that Kagami fails to teach interference compensation amount 
adjusting means for, on the receiving side, adjusting an interference compensation 
amount of a self polarized wave on the basis of the transmission power control 
information for each of the polarized waves. However, Kenzo Kobayashi teaches such 
features (see figures 1&2, constitution, the weighting circuit is controlled the cross 
polarized wave interference compensation circuit). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Kenzo Kobayashi into view 
of Kagami in order to reduce the interference in the receiver. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-4, and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
